Mrurnis, Tenn, Aug. 7.—Tweoty-dve new 
cases and five deaths is the startling report 
from the books ot the Beard of Health to-day. 
Itds difficult to sscertain the truth about this 
apparent spread of the disease. There isa little 
breeze in medtoal circles in this city at present 
that is cresting confasion. It is current taik 
that there are more yellow-fever cases reported 
than really exist. Those familiar with the 
disease in medical as well as other circles are 
surprised at the low proportion of deaths, at the 
early appearance of reported victims on the 
streets, at the auprecedented number of colored 
people stricken, and at many other features at- 
tending the prevailing disease not hitherto ex- 
perteuced by the most skillful practitioners. 

THE BREEZE 
alluded to grows out of the fact that two of the 
four physicians in the employ of the Howard 
Association (one of whom boasts that one dsy 
be diagnosed forty-seven patients) are not rec- 
ognized by the Shelby County Medical Associa- 
tion. One of the unrecognized is au old citizen 
and former homeopathist, but 4 year 
or two ago adopted allopathy, ‘he other is 
but a recent acquisition, who but a few days 
azo boasted that ne had seen but ove yeliow- 
fever case, but, since being employed by the 
Howards, nearly everytaing be touches is a 
bad case bordering on black vomit. 
THE HOWARDS 
to-day tried to add two more physicians to their 
medical corps; but none could be found who 
would accept the offers of places with the two 
objegtionable physicians,—Dr. Julius Wise and 
Dr. Heber Jones. However, for bumanity’s 
sake, they agreed to respond to the large num- 
ber of calis made en tne Howards. To-day 
one of these informed your correspond- 
ent that he visited a number of sick 
persons in the Jones avenue and Bradford 
street neigbborheod, which has recently been 
furnishing the greater number of new cases of 
yellow-fever, and he found not one of them 
with symptoms he could diagnose yellow-fever. 
There is evidently something rotten in Mem- 
phis, which will in a day or two perbavs startle 
the public. The authority ou which I write the 
above is unquestionable. The medical society 
is taking measures to have the matter thor- 
oughly sifted.

PROTECTION AGAINST MEMPHIS.

Sr. Louis, Aug. 7.—Dr. John H. Rauch, of 
Chicago, Health Commissioner, and Secretary of 
the Illinois Board of Health, was in consultation 
this evening with Health Commissioner Francis 
on yellow-fever matters.

Estimate of the Product for 1879-'80, 
4 Lenver (Col.) Times.

Artesian Wells in Iroquots County. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaco, Aug. 7.—I notice in the issue of 
Tux TRIBUNE to-day an article from Bryan, O., 
concerning the artesian wells at that place. 

It was my pleasure to spend two or three days 
recently in Iroquois County, this State, about 
ninety miles south ot this city. I there saw sev- 
eral artesian, or flowing wells, as the farmers 
call them. Almost every farmer has one, and 
some have two wells. These wells are bored 
with an auger from two to five inches in diame- 
ter, and iron tubing is inserted, They are from 
fifty-five to 150 fect deep, most of them being 
less than 100, and cost from $20 to $30. 

These wells flow, not with a gush, but with a 
gentle stream, affording a never-failing supply 


of water. 

The temperaturé of the water remains the 
same the year round, cool in summer and warm 
in winter. As thev never freeze they are ¢xce)- 
lent for keeping milk the round. The water 
bas a slight taste of iron, but is table and 
refreshing. These wells, I was d, are con-

How te Elect Delegates, 
To the Bditor of The Tribune. 

CMO, Aug. 7.—I observe that there are 
various modes suggested through your columns 
of the manner in which deiegates should be 
ehosen to conventions, There are only three 
that Iam aware of. First, by a simple mass 
primary meeting of the ward. This is objec 
tionabie, because it is utterly impossible to poll 
from one to three thousand votes at a single 
poll in afew bours. Second, the delegates to 
be selected by the ward clubs, composed of a 
few self -coustituted members of the party, and 
in some cases with au admission fee of $1 
(which very many of the voters cannot spare). 
This mode effectualiv removes the power of se- 
lection from the people and gives it to a rimg, 
who of late seem to be thie chief voters at the 
polis for the candidates of their choice, as ex- 
emplified at the late Mayoralty and Judicial 
elections, in the former of which the Repubiic- 
ans polled 20,858 votes, and in the latter 14,191 
votes (less than was cast for the Republican can- 
didates in November, 1856, when the party was 
first organized), und in the latter election just 
about balf the Republican vote for Governor in 
1876, it being 28,958, while in 1878, Slade for Su- 
periftendent of Public Instruction, had 27,649 
votes. I merely cite these votes to show the 
apathy which exists about voting arising from 
some cause. What the remedy may de is a mat- 
ter of difference of ovinion, but the first great 
cause is that the people cannot be beard at the 
primaries by either of the above modes of selec- 
tion (or in selecting an Alderman at a municipal 
election), and consequentiy are not heard at the 
election. The only remedy [ can see is to vote 
by districts, and bring the primaries as close to 
the people as ble, and send the delegates 
direct to the Convention without any iaterier- 
ence by a ward club, and in case of the selection 
of a candidate for Alderman send the returns 
from each district to the ward club to announce 
the result of the people's will. This mode ap- 
plies to all parties alike, and as far as | can see 
is the simplest and most unobjectionabie.

1. When a druggist puts up a prescription 
calling for twenty drops of belladonna or 
squilis in tour ounces of water or simple sirup, 
whv does he charge 60 ednts for what cost in all 
not over 10 cents? 

2. Why is it that no two or ten druggists 
charge alike for the same prescription, the price 
running all the way from 25 cents to$l? (The 
location of the drug-shop seems to have some- 
thing to do with the price.) 

3. Why are no two repetitions of the same 

rescription, put up in the same drug-store, even 

y the same clerk, ever alike in appearance or 
taste? Physicians are puzzled at this, und pa- 
tients naturally suppose some mistake has been 
made, They naturally take such duplicates with 
fear and doubt. If pharmacy was an exact 
science this could not 

4. Why is it that. a mysterious connection 
seems to exist between Certain physicians and 
certain druggists, whereby the former never 
writes out his prescriptions in full, but simply 
numbers them, thus: R. No. 444,” and in- 
forms the patient that the prescription can be 

at no other place? Does the phrsician 
get a percentage on his prescriptions! 

5. Why is the affiliation between certain doc- 
tors and druggists so close that they play into 
— other’s bands in a notoriously public man- 
ner 

The subject of the last query was fully venti- 
lated a few years ago by the public press, aud 
for a time the swindling trale was arrested. 
But it is now io full force ia many portions of 
our city. I am glad to say that no really repu- 
table physician is at present implicated, If the 
defender of the druggists really wants to en- 
ligoten the people and prove all he claims for 
them, let him answer and explain the above 
questions.

The revelation in yesterday’s Terncwsz regard- 
ing Leonard Swett’s connection with the Baxter 
match-bond formed the general topic of conver- 
sation among the legal fraternity and Govern- 
ment officials during the day.

As usual there 
were some who. shrugged their shoulders, 
though nearly everybody was rather incijned to 
admit that Mi. Swett’s story went along way 
towards letting him out, Others, doubtless, in 
addition to sbrugging their shoulders, were ob- 
served in some cases to go through a sort of 
pantomime which consisted for the most part in 
the closing of one eve, or the placing of a finger on 
the side of the nose, or some other equally-mys- 
terious performance in the art of facial contor- 
tion, which, being interpreted, was taken to 
mean something lice “tootbin.” It was rather 
of a strain on the probabilities for most of the 
doubters to believe that Mr. Swett, who had 
acted as Baxter’s counsel for years, didn’t know 
what sort of a sharper he was presenting to 
Judge Drammond that afternoon way back in 
February last, and, knowing this, that he should 
now plead ignorance of Baxter’s real character, 
and, as a consequence, Of the real character of 
that bond.

THE CONFEDERACY. 


Why England and 
nize the Confederate 


Cuicaco, Aug. 7.—I have just read in Tux 
Trisune of yesterday an editorial on the sub- 
ject of French interference in behalf of late 
Confederacy, and, also, in the same, I read Gen. 
Beauregard’s letter on the same subject. I 
draw the conclusion from reading bis letter and 
your editorial that the writers thereof knew 
very little of what did take piace on that sub- 
ject. I was in London and Paris during the very 
time when the greatest interest was taken there 


in bebalf of foreign interference, and when the 
friends of the meagure were most active, 
and at the time when they had actual- 
ly agreed on a basis for such intesference, 
and I feel warranted in giving what came to my 
knowledee at that time. Io the first place, 
interference had been asked for by Mason and 
Slidell, on general principles, etc., but the exis- 
tence of Slavery was set up by both England and 
France as an insuperable barrier to such recog- 
nition. Finally afew Eng'ish gentlemen and 
two or three French gentlemen undertook to 
reconsile things, and after ope or two trips be- 
tween London and Paris, and mainly at the 
suggestion and by the advice of Napoleon him- 
self, a plan was agreed on: That the 
Vonfederacy should abolish slavery grad- 
nally, to run through a number of years. 
To this Mason objected,—first, because the 
— had no such powers 
given to it by the States; and, secondly, Mason 
said the Southern people would never be driven 
to any such extremity. 

After due consideration by Napoleon and the 
others, it was agreed that Mason’s obiection 
as to lack of powers on part of the 
Confederacy was well founded, and then 
it was agreed to proceed on the plan of 
each State of the Confeder acting for itself, 
This received the approval Biidell and Napo- 
jeon, and all the friends to the measure in Lon- 
don and Paris,—Masona alone objecting. A draft 


of ordinance, or constitutional ameadment, to 


be submitted to the States was agreed uvon, 
end I obtained a pencil transcript of the same 
(herewith). 

Why the same was never submitted to the 
States, or, if so, why no action was taken, I 
know not; but, in the autumn of 1863, it was 
currently reported in Paris that the scheme had 
been submitted to Gen. Lee, apd most heartily 
apvroved by him; and the writer was told by a 
gentieman in London that Lee had said the 
emancipation of the slaves would be but a trifle 
in comparison to subjugation, and that ne hoped 
the States ot the Coufederacy would take the 
2 view of the matter be did. etc., etc. 

t has alwavs been the undoubted opinion 
with English, French, and Americans who knew 
these facts, that Mr. Mason was the sole obsta- 
cle to the carrying out of the plan agreed on. 

The Federal Government might raise a monu- 
ment to Mason, but couid well afford to leave to 
the Southern people to write thereon the epi- 
taph. In such case I have no doubt part of it 
would be somewhat as follows: 

James M. Mason, the true type of a Virginia 
Dead-Beat of the Sax-Coburg descent, with a 
heart of steel, but too small to be seen with naked 
eye, with the true Sax-Ooburg blood, as thin and 
as white as any that ever nurtured a ans !

The following is a copy of the project agreed 
upon at the Paris Conference to be submitted to 
and adopted by the several of the Con- 
federacy, and which was to precéde the formal 

ition of the Confederacy by Great Britain 
and France: 

Arier 1. From and after the lst day of Jan- 
uary, 1864, Negro Slavery, as heretofore existing, 
is forever abolished within the State of in 
the manner and mode hereinafter prescribed by 
Secs. 1, 2. 3, 4, 5, 6, and 7 of this article. 

Szorron 1. Previous to and by the 25th day of 
December, 1863, a correct census and count shail 
be made of all the slaves im this State by the proper 
officers of each county in this State acting in and 
for such county. and correct lists shall be made in 
duplicate, showing the age, sex. and total number 
of siaves in each county. one copy of which shall 
be recorded in tne Clerk's office of said county. and 
the other copy forwarded and filed with tne Secre- 
tary of State. 

Sec. 2. All slaves, male and female, who are 40 
vears of age or over, on the lst day of January. 
1864, shall on and after that day be free from 
slavery and from bondage, and also the children 
porn unto them after that date; and shail be amen- 
able to all the laws, and have the benefits of the 
ork and to hire, to 
receive and evjoy the pay and the proceeds of his 
or her labor in the same manner as free white citi- 
zens, excepting only such free blacks shall not vote 
at any elections, nor be members of any legislative 
body, mor sit as jurors; provided. however, that 
Courts at their discretion may place said free blacks 
as juries where the offense laid is against free 
blacks and the accused ie a free black. 

Sec. 3. On the Ist day of January, 1865, all 
slaves, male and female. who shall have on or by 
that day attained the age of 35 years or over, shall 
be free in like mauner as specified in Sec. 2 of this 
article. 

Sec. 4. On the Ist day of January. 1866, all 
slaves, male and female, who shall have on or by 
that day attained the age of 30 years, shall be free 
in like manner as specified in Sec. 2 of tnis article. 

Sec. 5. On the lst day of January, 1867, all 
slaves, male and female, wo shall have on or by 
that day attained the age of 25 years, shall be free 
in like manner as prescri in Sec. 2 of this 
article. 

Sec. 6. On the Ist day of January. 1864, all 
slaves, male and female, who shall bare or or by 
that day attained the age of 21 years, shall be free 
in like manner as prescribed in Sec. 2 of this 
articie. 

Sec. 7. It is hereby decreed that, after the let 
day of January, 1860, all slaves, male and female, 
in thie State. shail, on arriving at 21 years of age, 
be free, as prescrived in Sec. 2 of tais article.

The great activity in stocks of all kinds is 
largely due to the expectation that a vast 
amount of gold will come into: this country 
from England during the next few months 
in payment for American breadstuffs.

It is true that 
Engiand will require a large proportion of 
the American grain surplus, and will pay a 
fair price for it; but the English part with 
their gold very reluctantly, and the Bank 
of England always throws its influence in 
Amer- 
ican securities held in England’ will be 
returned in large amounts in payment 
ot balances, and the increased prosperity in 
this try will lead up to increased impor- 
tations 6f foreign goods. The exports from 
England to the United States fell off 48 per 
cent between 1874 and 1878, aud better times 
will prompt the American people to indulge 
themselves in foreign goods, while the in- 
crease in the prices of domestic producis 
will furnish certain lines of English manu- 


| facture with a market in this country, which 


has been closed to them by the low prices 
which have prevailed during the last four 
years. The English themselves foresee an 
advantage in this respect, as may be gathered 
from the following extract from an article 
receutly printed in the Pall Mall Gazette : 

„% the probability increases that all Western 
Europe will have to import largely from the United 
States during the next twelvemonth, there is a 
speculation as to the means of payment that will 
be resorted to, When possible, we may be sure, 
gold will not be sent, and the experience of the 
past couple of years points to the employment of 
the Stock Exchange securities. ‘The supply of 
these, however, is now scarce, at least of the first 
class. But deubdtiess they will de used as largely 
as possibie, and the opinion seems to be that the 
currency bonds of the better railways will come 
inte favor. Already there is more inquiry for 
these. But there is another side of the question. 
which does not seem to besanfliciently attended to. 
If the demand for American produce is as great as 
is now expected, prices must certainly rise, and 
American agriculturists, who have now enjoyed 


two exceedingiy good harvests in succession, wiil 
be enriched by the proceeds of a third disposed of 
on exceptionaily favorable terms. They will con- 


sequently have the means of expenditure on the 
old scale, and will * largely their 


purchases of English goods. This will directly 
stimulate English manufactures, and indirectly it 
will augment the means of paying for erain and 
meat,—that is to say, it will diminish the margin 
to be paid for by either securities or gold. The 
Board of Trade returns for June showed that the 
Americans are already increasing their purchases, 
and under the circumstances we are now supposing 
that they will certainly increase them still more. 

There is no doubt that the greatest bene- 
fits will acerue to the people of the United 
States from the abundant crops of this year, 
and the great foreign demand, but it is erro- 
neous to suppose that they will come in the 
shape of gold alone, That would be a one- 
sided trade which England could not endure 
very long; there will be more reciprocity in 
trade than there has been, and good times in 
the United States will have a sort of reflect 
action in Great Britain, It is fortunate that 
this is so; otherwise the people of the Unit- 
ed States might lose the best market for 
their breadstuffs and produce by the general 
impoverishment of the English buyers.

THE NAVAL .POWER OF CHINA. 

The time has passed when the wise Man- 
darins of China thought that everything 
worth knowing was kept inside of the Great 
Wall, and that there was no progress out- 
side the Celestial Empire. Slowly, but 
very surely, Western civilization has effected 
breaches in the wall and gained a foothold. 
The changes which it has made are perhaps 
nowhere more apparent or radical than in 
the military and navul service. Time was, 
and until very recently, when stinkpots, and 
blunderbusses, and wooden cannon were the 
most efficient arms of the Chinese soldier. 
Now the hordes of the army are organized 
upon the French plan and are armed with 
modern weapons, and, when their fatalism 
of belief, their persistence in fighting, and 
the almost untold numbers which they have 
in reserve are considered, they really present 
a formidable appearance, and already are 
taken into aecount by the Western Powers 
as a fighting people of no mean pretensions. 
What their fighting quality is may soon 
be tested on the. Kashgar frontier, 
where they stand face to face with 
the Russians, awaiting a reply to their de- 
mand that they shall evacuate certain prov- 
inces which they claim belong to the Chinese 
Empire. In their naval department also 
they have made great progress, and the junk 
is now a thing of the past as a war-vessel. 
The European gunboat has taken its place. 
The foundation for their navy was laid in 
1877, when four iron-elads, the Alpha, Beta, 
Gamma, and Delta, were ordered ‘from En- 
gland. Each of these has a displacement of 
400 tons, a speed of nine knots, a draught of 
only eight feet, the first two carrying each a 
27}-ton gun, and the last two a 38-ton gun, 
worked by hydraulic power. In 1878 two more 
were added, the Spey and Tay, of the same 
measurements and armaments as the Alpha 
and Beta. The London Times of July 24 
records the completion and dispatch for 
China of four more, the Epsilon, Zeta, Eta, 
and Theta, named, like the first four, after 
letters of the Greek alphabet. Whether 
the Government intends to go through 
the whole alphabet from Alpha to Omega, 
and not stop until it has a powertul fleet of 
twenty-four vessels for the defense of its 
coasts, we know not; but it is evident from 
the description of the four new vessels that 
its mosquito fleet is a strong one already. 
The Times says that each one of these wasps 
is capable of penetrating the armor of the 
Inflexible, ‘* without being liable from its ex- 
| treme littleness and end-on position in time 
of action to run much risk of being hit in re- 
turn.” The circumstances attending their 
construction are somewhatinteresting. Some 
eight years ago the English Government had 
constructed twenty-four gunboats, which 
were mere floating gun-carriages, 80 
constructed that they could run into shallow 
water and from different points concen. 
trate a destructive fire pon a large 
iron-clad, while they would be pro- 
tected by their diminutive _ size. 
These gunboats, however, ‘carried ouly 
an 18-ton gun. Subsequently their con- 
structor designed a boat on the same general 
principle, which should meet all the demands 
of modern artillery, and carry a 38-ton gun. 
About this time the Chinese Government be- 
came aware that the Japanese were providing 
themselves with an iron-clad navy, and, be- 
coming alarmed for their coast defense, —as 
the relations between China and Japan were 
then, as they are now, very critical,—ordered

Although the guns of the last four boats 
are smaller than those of the first four, be- 
ing but II- inch 35-ton muzzle-loaders, the 
Times asserts that their power and range are 
enormously increased, and that they have a 
superiority of penetrative power of 26 per 
cent over the guns of the Dreadnongpt, 
which are the most formidable weapons in 
the English navy, owing to the marvelous 
powdtr-charge which they burn, which is 
235 pounds, or 75 pounds more than the 
largest charge which has yet been fired from 
a 38-ton gun. The following comparative 
table which the Times makes shows the su- 
periority of the Chinese armament over the 
English :

It is rather amusing in this connection 
that the sight of these vessels steaming off 
Portamouth added to the scare which China 
has already caused by her gradual approach 
to the Indian frontier in the direction of 
Nepaul and Burmah. The Times, in a long 
and grave editorial, thinks that their con- 
atruction should be a very significant fact 
for the Government to consider. It says: 
It is important to observe that in their con- 
struction, and more especially in their arma- 
ment, these small craft exhibit a growth or 
principle of evolution as applied to 
naval warfare which is of profound 
significance.to ns as a nation.

Their 
sting is much more likely to be felt by the 
Japanese, between whom and the Obpinese 
complications have been thickening x fast 
that war may break out at any time, in which 
case the struggle would be a naval one. It 
shows, however, how completely the influ- 
ences of Western civilization have taken 
hold of the conservative Celestials, as, in case 
of such a war, these Powers would confront 
each other with some of the finest vessels of 
their size in the world.

The New York Heraldis nothing if not 
efratic, In politics it is a free lance. It 
strikes right and left, regardless of conse- 
quences. It bmilds to-day that it may batter 
down to-morrow.

THE PEACEFUL CONQUEST OF MEXICO. 

The progress of the Atchison, Topeka & 
Sauta Fe Railroad is one of the marvels 
even of this marvelous age. It is breaking 
through the wilderness, crossing the desert 
plains, boring a way through the mountain 
rocks, and rushing on to the Pacific, which 
in due time it will strike at two points. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad has a com- 
pleted roadway from San Francisco south- 
wardly the whole length of the State of 
California. It has already crossed the Col- 
orado River at Fort Yuma, and during the 
present summer will have came esstwardly 
nearly the whole breadth of Arizona, and 
over the border into Southern New Mexico, 
thence to extend through Texas to the Mis- 
sissippi River at New Orleans. 

The Atchison, Tapeka & Kansas Railroad, 
which some months ago had extended vo- 
yond Las Vegas, iv New Mexico, is pushing 
southward through that Territory direct for 
El Paso, which is at the point where the 
Texas, New Mexico, and ald Mexico bounda- 
ries meet. At El Paso this road will reach 
its American limit, but, under authority long 
since seoured, it will at once begin construc. 
tion over the Mexican line, and, proceeding 
southwest, be built to the City of Guayamas, 
the future metropolis of the Pacific coast. 

Whoever will take up the map of that part 
of the continent embracing the territory 
traversed by this railroad will see what a rey. 
olution is included in the ultimate results 
of this great work. The road will extend 
from Kansas City, on the Missouri River, to 
Guayamas, in Mexico, on the Gulf of Califor- 
nia. The settlement of the country will at- 
tend and follow the construction and com- 
pletion of the read, not only within the tar. 
ritory of the United States, but also in 
Mexico. This road, once completed and in 
operation, will open all Northwestern Mexico 
to American settlement, and the result of 
that settlement can easily be foretold. The 
Government of Mexico seems to grow 
weaker every year. Revolution has de- 
stroyed the patriotism of the people, 
and public sentiment is degraded. 
The power of the Government, such as it 
is, isnow confined mainly to those States 
within easy reach of the National Capital, 
while the outlying and frontier States are 


practically independent of the Central Gov- 


ernment. Northern Mexico, in Américan 
hands, will be eventually developed to the 
fullest extent to which it may be capable, 
and when this shall be done the American- 
ization of that part of the country and the 
end of revolutionary banditti will take place 
naturally and as a matter of course. The 
construction of one railroad from the United 
States into Mexico will lead to the building 
of others, apd practically and in time the 
American bounday will be moved southward, 
taking in so much of Mexico as may be ripe 
and prepared for absorption. 

The construction of the Southern California 
Road eastward to New Orleans, and of the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Road to the 
Mexican line, will open a new line from the 
South and another from Chicago to San 
Francisco, and also give a direct communica- 
tion, when wholly completed, from the Gulf 
of California to Chicago and also to San 
Francisco, 

It must be never forgotten that both these 
roads are built exclusively from private capi- 
tal, and not one dollar of cash or bond sub - 
sidy has been givem them or asked by them. 
While these roads have been building, Ton 
Scorr’s speculation has been standing still, 
its whole labors being in the lob- 
bies at Washington ng Governmental 
aid. While that concern has been begging 
alms, the other roads have been progressing 
on two lines rapidly towards a completion.

FRENCH RECOGNITION OF THE CONFED- 
ERACY. 

A few days ago we published a letter from 
Gen. Braumann, in which he gave some 
information concerning a scheme Naro- 
Leon III. to recognize the inde oe of 
the Southern Confederacy, which involved 


the abolition of slavery. Gen. Bravrecarp 
stated that in 1866,.the.yepr after the War, 


The publication of this letter has ind uced a 
well-known citizen of Chicago, an ex-officer 
ef the army, who was then on leave of ab- 
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and the natural inferiority and the adspta- 
tion of the negro, to a condition of 
slavery was formally recognized in the 
foundation of the Government. It is pos- 
sible that this matter was. communicated to 
the Richmond Government, but it was never 
submitted to the States, because it would in 
all probability have been rejected unani- 
mously by them. 

To submit it with an explanation of the 
end to be secured by ita adoption would have 
been to expose the secret enmity of the 
Britigh and French Governments towards the 
Union. If slavery was to be abolished, the 
chances were that the majority of the States 
would seek to be restored to the Union, 
which they had left for no other purpose 
than to save slavery. 

Our correspondent has added an important 
chapter to what is known of the history of 
this matter, and perhaps others may, by 
similar contributions, in time lead to the 
revelation of the whole matter, and in so 
doing place the Governments of Great Britin 
and of France in their true light as aiders 
and abettors of the Rebellion with the pur- 
pose of destroying the Union.

The killing of JoszPu StanwpmnG, a Mormon 
Elder and missionary in Georgia, brings to 
light the remarkable fact that the Mormons 
have been making many converts in the nortu- 
ern part of that State. The first missionary was 
sent to that State seven years ago, and the work 
has been prosecuted more or less vigorously 
ever since. It has been confined largely to the 
counties of what is known as Cherokee Georgia; 
but the Elders have also gone into Tennessee 
and North Carolina, appearing to shun the rail- 
roads and seek the mountain districts by pref- 
erence. Mormon congregations, or “flocks,” 
have been established in many neighhorhoods. 
About 200 converts: have been sent to Salt Lake 
from Northern Georgia. These were mostly poor 
and shiftiess persons of middle age. Only two 
girls are kucwu to bare been sent. But it is 
stated that the great majority of the converts 
are still Jiving in Georgia. They believe in the 
Book of Mormon, and possibly al! the doctrines 
of Mormonism, except those which woald bring 
them into conflict with the laws of the State. 
The work of proselyting bas been going forward 
quietly. It is believed Eider Sranprmve—who 
was a young man, only 23 years. of age—was 
killed because he had been especially successful 
in making converts. The Atlante Constiiutian, 
while condemning the matter, and calling for 
the summary punishment of the vingieaders, 
savs: ‘There Were personal reasons that led 
many Of the attacking mob to try and drive 
Stanpine out of Varnelis. He had endan- 
gered the peace and integrity of many homes, 
and he wag attacked in defense of these homes.”

The Coinage act of 1873, and the Revised Stat- 
utes of 1874, simply registered in the form of 
statute what had been really the unwritten law of 
the land for nearly forty years. 

The statement that the bill passed Congress with- 
out due consideration 


HAS NO FOUNDATION WHATEVER 


in fact, and would not be referred to at this ti 

except for the allegation made by a distinguish 

gentleman, who, on a former occasion, addressed 

this Convention, that theact did not receive due 

consideration by and. that it was not con- 

sidered at all by any of Trade, or by any 
y of citizens. 

It is not probable that any ect passed by any 
Congress ever received more care in its prepara- 
tion, or was ever submitted to the riticiem 
of so great a number of political and ecientific 
experts as was this Coinage act of 1873. The state- 
ments iu reference to the surreptitious or ſuadver - 
tent passage of the bill were subsequently reneat- 
ed in the City of Paris a member of the Silver 
Commission. and was sufficiently answered, not by 
an American, bit dy the distinguished member of 
the Commission from the Republic of Switzerland, 
who presented official documents to confirm his 
statements. 

A well known scientific author * and writer on 
financia! subjects, in criticising the report of the 
re Silver Commission, refersto this subject as 
follows: 

** Another act which must have placed our Com- 
missioners at a moral disadvantage was their filing 
the humiliating plea that the act of 1873, demone- 
tizing the silver dollar, was passed through inad- 
vertence. 

It is difficult to see what this plea meant, what 
relation it had to the business of the Conference, 
or what object was to be gained by raising it. Ifa 
proposed law can be debated in Congress for five 
years, be reported several times from committees 
in various forms, be recommended by the Secretary 
of the Treasury in at least one annual report. 
finally dass both Houses of Congress. and de signed 
by the President, then remain on the statnte- books 
for two or three years without any one knowing it, 
and all through inadvertence, what shall we 
say of our political system. or of the attention of 
our people or our legislators to public affairs? 
Every one who cares for the good name of his 
country will certainly say, Try to keep the fact 
out of the newspapers, and by no means confess it 
to our neichbors. The plea was 

AS POINTLESS AS HUMILIATING. 


Had our delegates promptly said that at the time 
of the passage of the act silver had long ceased to 
circulate in their r except as a subsidiary 
coin; that, therefore. the legislation discontinuing 
ite coinage and legal- tender was, at the time, only 
a matter of form, the acceptance of a historical 
fact; but that the extraordinary fall in the price of 
silver which had occurred in the meantime had 
again called public attention to the subject and 
convinced us that silver should be money of full 
power, and thus led us to retrace our steps, the 
statement would bave been correct and frank. and 
would have produced a much better effect than did 
the viea actually put forward. 

Having thus found it ne upon this occa- 
sion to refer to the eubject of the silver coinage, I 
cannot well avoid saving that, in my opinion, there 
is not properly anv such th ng as a doable stand- 
ard. In the words ot a veterant member 
of Congress, now an ardent silver advo- 
cate, used by him during the discussion 
of the Coinage act of 1873. It is impossibie te 
retain the double standard: the values of gold and 
silver continually fluctuate: you cannot determine 
this year what will be tne relative values of gold 
and silver next vear; they were 15 to.) ashort time 
ago; they are 10 to 1 now.” 

That which ie called a double standard is simply 


AN ALTERNATIVE ‘STANDARD, 


the silver circulate to the exciusion of gold 
whenever the mint and the market rate is such that 
silver is overvalued in its relations to gold; and in 
turn the gold circalating to the exclusion of silver 
when gold is really the overvalaed metal. 

France and the other nations forming the Latin 
Union bave a silver coinage which is restricted in 
amount: otherwise they would not have what is 
really called a douole etandard for a single day, for, 
immediately epon their mint being open iar the 
free coinage of silver. gold would cease to circu- 
lata, and silver would take ite piace. I may aad 
that the coinage of their legal-tender silver—the 
silver piece of five francs has been discontinued 
until by unanrmous consent of the contracting na- 
tions it shall bejresumed—is virtaally an indefinite 
saspension of such coinage. ' 

The United States does not s a double 
standard, for the coinage of silver is limited to 
$2, 000. 000 a month,—the bullion therefor being 
purchased by the Government at the current mar- 
ket price. thereby reserving the profit to the peo- 
ple through their Treasury. Immediately upon the 
passage of the proposed ‘* Free-Silver Coinage 
boil’? we shall pass from a gold to a silver stadd- 
ard, unless the present relative value of the two 
metals become reversed. The act of June 28. 
1834, avthorized a reduction of about 8 per cent 
in the weight of the gold standara,—ihe dollar be- 
ing reduced from 27 grains to 25,8 grains, — thus 
practically demonetizin the silver coin by over- 
valuing the silver coin, ana brinzirg the latter into 
988 to the exclusion of the relatively dearer 
metal. 

It it was proper, at that time. to reduce the value 
of the gold coin in order to contmnue it in circula- 
tion. it is certainly as proper at the present time 
to increase the quantity of fine metai in the silver 
coin, in order to retain in circulation the gold. If, 
however, silver is to be forced into circulation in- 
stead of green backs. which the people greatly pre- 
fer, or gold, the demonetization of gold is certam 
to follow from the operation of the Coinage laws. 

It is believed that the evils of the threatened sil- 
ver standard will yet be avoided by judicious legis- 
lation, effecting a discontinuance by limitation of 
the existing silver coinage, and by commercial 
treaties which shall adjust the relative values of 
the precious metals to the current market standard. 

THE NATIONAL BANKING SYSTEM. 

The National banking system has now been in 
overation for nearly sixteen years, and it is sur- 
prising how few amendments it has been found 
necessary to make since the revision of the origi- 
nal act in 1864, It is comparatively an easy task 
to prepare a Banking law for a single State, nut it 
is quite another thing te draw one which shall be 
suited to the varied conditions of a great country 
com posed of forty different States. 11 cannot de 
denied that the workings of the present law have 
been admirable, and that its results have exceeded 
the most sanguine expectations of those who fa- 
vored its passage. Its successful operation is ac- 
knowledged, not only in this country, but else- 
where. The English financial journals are full of 
discussion upon k reforms, and many ot the 
most prominent of our National system are zea)- 
ously advocated by them. A bill has recently been 
introduced into the House of Commons—a copy of 
which I have—advocating such features of our law 
as the auditing or examination of the aceounte of 
the banks, of a limitation of individual liability of 
shareholders, and of the amount of loans permissi- 
ble to any individual or corporation. 

The leading financial journal of England. the 
London Economist, has suggested that the princi- 
ple be adopted by the joint stock banks of giv 
gecurity to their circulating notes by the deposit o 
Government bonds, which is substantially the sys- 
tem of the Bank of Engiand. There is no doubt 
that the question of bank-reform is to become one 
of the principal topics of discussion, both in and 
outof Parliament, during the next few years. 
The olf system of banking, with branches in so 
manv different and remote placer, is sure, sooner 
or later, to be discontinued. 
and uniform system will be established in England 
and in her colonies.

a most excellent system of banking, the people of 
other countries look with admiration upon it, while 
many of the most intelligent financiers in foreign 
countries would rejoice in the substitution of our 
own system for those in operation among them. 

It usually requires y of discussion to bring 
about any very important reform in financiai mat- 
ters; and our own excellent system, which has ac- 
complished so much, could never have been in- 
augurated, except for the necessities of the Na- 
tional Government in the midst of a war, which at 
that time seemed to threaten its existence. 

I am frequently asked by bankers whether it is 
better to do business as a private banker. asa 
State bank, or as a member of the Nationa! system. 
To which I answer: 

If you are & privave banker, and have un- 
doubted credit the confidence of your dealers, 
and you: business is well in hand, you can with 
skill and good management undou ly make more 
money by continuing as you are than by subjecting 
yourself to the numerous and burdensome restric- 
tions of the National-Bank act. 

If you manage a State bank and your stockhold- 
ers are in accord, and do rot take advantage of 
their position, either as shareholders or Directors, 
to borrow all of your money, your present organ- 
ization, which is free from the trammels of the 
National system, can be made more profitable as tt 
is han as a National association. 

That this view is in accordance with the . 
ment of many of those engaged in banking is evi- 
dent, as I have e stated before, from the 
fact that there are in this country 853 State banks 
and 2,856 private bankers who choose to remain 
such in preference to entering the National sys- 
tem. The profits arising from circulation, upon a 
banking capital of $50,000, will not average more 
than or $900 annually, and it is easy to un- 
derstand why there is no particular inducement 
for a well-eetablished banker to subject himself to 
the yoke of legal! restrictions imposed by the Bank 
act for this small amount of compensation. Yet I 
have rarely met with a private banker, or officer of 
a State bank, who did not acknowledge how greatly 
the business of banking has been improved since the 
National-Bank act was passed; and I never met 
with one of either kind who desired that the sys- 
tem should be overthrown. 

There are, no doubt, many persons, particularly 
in the Southern States, who believe that upon the 
ruins of the National-banking system could be 
again built up

with the right to ieste the currency equal, at the 
very least, to the amount of capital invested, and 
without security of any kind being given therefor; 
and who also expect that the old notes of exchange, 
prevalent in the old times, will again return for 
their benefit aud profit. Icannot do better than 
to refer such people to a *boox recently written by 
Judge Hughes, of Norfolk. Va., in which he says: 

»The vlausible idea obtains that we could have 
a domestic bank circulation for domestic purposes 
which need never pass the borders of the State, 
and which we could all eventually agree to re- 
ceive and pay at par in our domestic transac- 
tions. Alas! we cannot de in a world 
of steamboats, railroads, and telegraphs, and yet 
have backwoods methods of businees and primitive 
simplicity of transactions. Weare of the world as 
wellasinit. Wecan now go from Richmond to 
Quebec or Cuba sooner or * — soon as we 
could formerly make a trip to Lynchburg. We 
can cross the ocean to Liverpool sooner than. we 
could formerly cross the State to Kanawha. We 
can goto sep in Richmond and wake up in Bos- 
ton or Cincinnati, running over several States 
during the nap, wholly oblivious of their old ideas 
oF State-Sovereignty. 

»The dealings of our merchants are no longer 
and at long intervals. They make their purchases 
at great distances, and make them weekly. daily, 
hourly, where they formerly made them once or 
twice a year. The annual amount of domestic 
commerce (the internal dealings between commu- 
nities) in the United States is eaid to reach $30, - 
000, 000. 000. Could this be carried on with local 
currencies, worthless and unknown, 100 miles from 
the place of issue!“ 

The wisdom of many of the prominent features 
of the National-banking system, such as those re- 
lating to reserve, security for circulating notes, 
publicity, examinations, and others 


IS GENERALLY ACKNOWLEDGED. 


But itis now proposed to abolish this admirable 
system, simoly on the ground that money may 
there by be saved to the Government. 

The peovle are told that the banks bold 350 
millions in United States bonds, and that upon 
them they receive from $15, 000.000 to $17, 000, - 
000 interest annually, and that in addition thereto 
they have returned to them by the Government 
nearly as great au amount of circulating notes as 
they deposit in bonds; so that they have the bene- 
fitef a double interest. while other people who 
are not so fortunate receive simple interest only 
on their invest nents. 

These orators seem to forget that the National- 
banking vystem uprooted the systems of many 
States. which authorized the issue of circulation 
notes to an amount equal to the capital invested, 
and in many instances to more than the capital, 
witnout requiring the deposit of any security what- 
ever for such notes, which system is now in opera- 
tion in the United Kingdom, in Canada, arid in 
most of the other countries. 

All such institutions receive double interest, 
while they are exempt from the requirement that 
they shall give security to the bill- holders. Nor 
are they subject to the severe but wholesome 
restrictions which are admitted to be necessary in 
any sound system of banking. 

ese statements as to double profits which are 
so often made sound well to the ear, and many per- 
sons unacquainted with the facts are undoubtedly 
convinced by such reasoning: but I have carefully 
examiped this subject, and can assure all parties 
it is net necessary to so assure the members of this 
Convention —that there is, upon an average. not 2 
per cent of profit annually upon bank circulation, 
if based upon 4 percent bonds. It can be readily 
demonstrated to any impartial person that the net 
profit to all of the National banks now organized 
from their circulation does not exceed $6, 500. 
annaally. and that the net amoant of interest paid 
by the Government to the banks upon that portion 
of their bonds which 


EQUAL THE CIRCULATION RETURNED TO THEM, 


less the rax upon that circniation, would be but 
($9, 564, 750) nine and one half millions annually, 
if 4 per cent bonds are deposited. 

Under our currency svsetem as it now te the Na- 
tional bangs hold neariy one-third of the legal- 
tenger motes as a reserve fund, and the 
State bangs and private bankers also hold 
large amounts, so that a comparatively small 
amount of coin is sufficient for the Government to 
hold for the redemption of its present issues. But 
if the Government is to issue all of the paper cur- 
rency of the country, then the banks, fearing the 
result ot such an issue. will prefer to hold coin for 
its reserve, and it will be necessary for the Gov- 
ernment to hold, as a fund for the redemption of 
its notes, an increased amount of reserve, the in- 
terest upon which, even at4per cent, will ao- 
proximate very nearly to the amount of net inter- 
est now recetved by. the banks npon their bonds. 

The proposition now advocated is to substitute 
United States notes in place of bank-votes. This 
is impossibie of accomplishment. I mean that 
while this project may to many seem jadicious and 
plausible, it is an impracticable one. I too« some

rasession, to inform myself of the opinions of 
the members of that body upon this subject, and 
came to the conclusion that there were not six 
members from the Eastern and Middle States who 
were in favor of the iseue of the ereenback as the 
only paper currency of tbe country, and in the 
Southern States, so far as I could learn, there was 
not one member in favor of anca substitution.

The National 
banks, for a similar reason, desire that the State 
systems shall be preserved in order that they may 
have the privilege of reorganizing thereunder, if 
unjust and adverse legislation sha)! at any time 
make it seem desirable for them to do so. 

The dead-wood of many years in the banks has 
been nearly cleared away, The seven years of 
famine have passed, and already have begun the 
years of plenty. I look hopefuily into the future. 
and during those years I venture to predict that 
there will be no suspension of specie payments; 
that the gold standard will prevail, alt the 
use of silver as a coin issued under restrictions will 
increase; that the interest upon the public debt 
will be paid im gold dollars of 25 8-10 grains, or ite 
equivalent; that the legal-tender quality of the 
lega!-tender note will disappear; that the United 
States notes will diminish by redemption rather 
than increase: that the National- banxtug system 
will extend. and continae; that, under a good 
system of finance or honest money. our farming 
and manufacturing interests will rejoice in 
abundant prosperity, and that there will be seen 


numerous well-botromed and well-filled American 


ships in the principal commercial cities of the 
world.

MUSIC-HALL ACCIDENT. 


It Was Due Simply to the Recklessness of 
the Foreman—A Remarkable Escape. 

A reporter for Tur Triscuns visited the scene 
of the disaster at the new Music-Hall yesterday 
afternoon, and viewed the wreck. Interviews 
were had with Mr. Benjamin Budge, the con- 
tractor for cut stone; Mr. William A. Barton, 
the general contractor: and Mr. George Car- 
penter. They all agreed in their statements, 
and, through the kindness of the last- 
named gentleman, the reporter was taken 
below and aloft, and shown the whole 
field of the terridle accident, together with the 
buge superstructure upon which the scaffolding 
was supported, sixty feet in the air. It looked 
exceeding frail to the newspaper representa 
tive, as it stood reared upon a succession of 
splices and braces to the dizzy bight, but he was 
assured that it would bear up thousands of 
pounds of dead weight. and away above men 
could be seen wheeling heavy barrow-loads of 
brick and mortar, looking like dwarfs, clearly 
outlined against the deep blue sky. 

According to all accounts there was nobody to 
blame for the accident 

BUT CHRISTIAN TAPT HIMSELF, 
the foreman of the work, and one of the men 
who lost his life by his carelessness. The iron 
cap which has been mentioned before was to be 
a tie or support tor one of the main trusses, 
and was to bave been imbedded in the brick 
wall, as several others bad been upon the irside 
wall, Its weight was between 600 and 
700 pounds, and Taft. was advised to 
use the large derrick emploved in hoisting 
stone from the street to the top of the 9 
raising the heavy iron plate to the top of the 
two-foot wall, and then moving it along to its 
place by means of rollers and skids. This 
would have been the safer way, but Taft thought 
this would take too long, as this portion of the 
contract should have been completed Tuesday 
nicht, and he was lu a hurry to get the work 
done. He had even put the men at work in the 
rain to accomplish his object,—a thing that had 
not been done since the Music. Hall was started. 
His advisers then tried to compromise matters 
by getting Taft to strengthen the carpenter’s 
scaffold and then use the small derrick, which 
was upon the top of the building, and it was 
supposed that this was what he was intending 
todo. But Taft thought, also, that 
*  YIS WOULD TAKE TOO LONG, 

and resolved to resort to the shorter process of 
main strength in placing the iron cap. Accord- 
ingly, be caused it to be placed upon the brick 
and mortar horse elevator and carried to the top 
in this frail structure, which is oniy warranted to 
carry 260 pounds. it reached the top in safety 
and was then loaded upon a low, flat stone bar- 
row and wheeled across the dizzr superstructure 
called the carpenters’ scaffold: upon the brick 
tramway which soans the vast ampitheatre, sixty 
feet from the ground. 

When the men arrived with their load to the 
portion of the seaffolding which was incomplete, 
they disliked to go farther, when Taft, who was 
a powerful man, took the bandles of the barrow 
and wheeled it upon the outer scaffold, which 
rested upon borses near the wall. Thus far the 
journey of the iron cap had been safely ver- 
formed, and all that remained for the men to do 
was to get it into its place on the tov of the 
wall. But this was no easy task, as the wall ex- 
teoded upward some six or seven feet from the 
scaffolding. To overcome this difficulty Talt 
ordered his men to Dring three two by twelve 
inch planks, which ne placed at au incline, with 
one end resting upod the scaffold and the other 
upon the wall, bis idea being to ‘‘skid’’ the 
heavy weicht to its place. He placed two men 
behind to tura the mass of iron over, 
and two in front to assist it in descending 
carefully to the plank. At each revolution of 
the cap the planks sprang and gave way slightiv 
at the bottom. One ot the men noticed that 
one of the planks had nearly lost its hold upon 
the wall, and he shouted to Taft to warn bim of 
the threatening danger. Taft, bowever, treated 
the fear of the man with derision, and began to 

JUMP UP AND DOWN UPON THE PLANKS 
to reassure the workmen and convince them 
that there was really no danger. Whether it 
was this violent teetering which the planks were 
getting that hastened the crisis or not, the next 
instant one of them let go the wall and came 


down, bringing the man who was upon it down. 
With it, and the weight dropped over upon the 


lank, which broke and let the thing down upon 
the scaffold with a crash which nothing 
could resist, and it carried everything before it 
to the basement, inclading Taft and four men. 
Two men were upon the wall at the time, ready 
to receive the stone, according to the story of 
some, and were in no danger; but, according to 
the statements of others,.they were upon the 
platform, and when they felt it giving way they 

SPRANG FOR THE WALL, 
and caught with their hands in the holes in the 
brick which had been left for the joists of a fur- 
ther continuation of the scaffolding, and suc- 
ceeded afterward in pulling themselves upon 
the top of tne wall.

The striking resembiance of Prince Napoleon 
tothe great Napoleon is well known, and the 
Prince is not @ little proud of it, although as 
regards his military capacities, which are notori- 
ously beld in low estimation by Frenchmen of 
all oarties, this resemblance has given rise to 
comparisons anything but flatteritig for the 
Prince. Of what use was the enthusiastic cér- 
tificate of good conduct given him by Marshal 
St. Arnaud io his report of the battle on the 
Alma But this resemblance is confined to the 
bead. That is, the forehead, the smile, the 
giance of the eye, the bair, the yellowish waxen 
complexion of the great Emperor, as he appears 
in bis best portraits: on the other Gand, the 
Prince exceeds him in hight, breadth of the 
shoulders, and corpulence. He is about six feet 
tall, but energy and a firm bearing are wanting 
in the powerful figure.

A democrat in his sen- 
timents, he is a tyravt in ruling; slothful to 
apathy, be is passionate to the utmost limits of 
brutality, especially with women; be is a spend- 
thrift, and again a miser; a man who often 
measures the borizou with a far-reaching glance, 
and yet in the most ordinary affairs does not 
look a foot ahead; half idealist, half cynic. He 
has ridden in ali saddles, but bas a firm seat in 
nove. His knowledge has more dreadth than 
depth, but he is without an equal in picking out 
the tit-bits with a golden spoon and in keeping 
for himself the most i nt parts of the 
chosen matter. The Prince is a witty, intellect- 
ual conversationalist, who can equally well con- 
verse with supercilious arrogance, or air his po- 
litical-literary views often with the most forci- 
bie logic. The right word is always at his serv- 
ice, aud his discourse flows freely from his lips; 
bis manner of speaking differs advantageously 
from the always theatrical mauer of the French;

Health-Commissioner De Wolf took a ride 
through the Eighteenth and Ninth Wards yes- 
terday, and says be was. astonished at the gen- 
eral cleanliness of the streets and alleys. They 
are in better condition than he ever expected 
to see them. ‘The so-called “death holes 
along the lake-shore, he says, are filled with 
water good enough to drink, from one of which 
he saw half a bushel of flsh taken. He finds the 
dirtiest part of the city to be the business cen- 
tre, but even this district is in better condition 
than he expected to find it. 

Tt has been the custom in the Water Depart- 
ment heretofore to drop the penalty of 10 per 
eent for non-payment of taxes in the cases of the 
favored few. Mr. Walter sees the injustice of 
this, and hereafter no exceptions will be made. 
He is in favor, however, of changing the system 
of collecting entirely, and thinks that au in- 
ducement ought to be offered persons to pay 
promptiy. That is, he is in favor of discounting 
bills for pay in advance, and, instead of attach- 
ing a penalty for non paying, would turn off the 
water in all cases where the tax is not paid 
when due. 


DELINQUENT AND UNTAXED PROPERTY. 

The depleted condition of the city’s Treasury 
is partly explained by the fact that the peuple 
have been slow io paying their taxes, and, ae 
faultiess as the Mayor is, it appears he bas 
dropped into that habit. An examination of 
the records yesterday showed that he had not 
paid anything on personal property since 1872. 
except last year, and that there stands charged 
against him as delinquent personal tax for 1876 
the sum of $46.75. . In other words, all the 
sonal-property tax he bas paid since 1872 is 
about $40, which was paid last year. It will be 
seen that he has been very fortunate, either in 
escaping taxation or ip avoiding the tax-gath- 
erer,—certainly more fortunate than the ordi- 
pary mortal. The same good luck 
on the part of an Alderman would 
disqualify him under the new charter, but it 
does not affect the Mayor’s right to hold and 
enjoy office. it is not known how extensive 
this delinquency is among the people generality ; 
but, sinee the Executive of the city is in the list, 
and since he is known to have thousands of dol- 
lars worth of property, and is believed to have 
esca taxation where the poor workingman 
bas sold out because be could not pay his 
assessment, the situation is sugrestive, es- 
pecially since the city is suffering and curtailed 
in its improvements for want of money. If the 
Mayor would cause a list of the delinquents to be 
prepared, say for the last five or six years, 
and also a list those known 
to own personal property who bave escaped 
taxation, itis fair to infer that considerable 
money could be realized. There are very few 
of the delinquents, especially men having a 
standing in the city, but would pay up rather 
than be published as delinquents, in the face of 
the tact that the firemen and police are having 
their pay reduced on aceount of there being in- 
sufficient money to pay them. And then, again, 
in view of the anticipated shortage next year, 
a list of property which has escaped taxation 
would be of service to Assessors, and go a great 
way toward lightening the burden of those who 
have been paying taxes year after year on their 
personal property,—many of whom have been 
hard-pushed to do it. These questions ought to 
be worthy of his Honor’s consideration in his 
attempt to serve the public. 

A PLEASANT COLLOQDUY. 

Lieut. Hayes dropped into police headquar- 
ters late yesterday afternoon, and met his 
Honor.

SLAYER AND SLAIN, 
'  §OLOMON SENN. 

At 2 o’clock vesterday afternoon the funeral 
of the late Solomon Senn, the iron founder who 
shot his emvioye and then cut his own tbroat, 
took place at his late residence, 449 Dearborn 
avenue. The street for some blocks was filled 
with carriages containing friends of the de- 
ceased, and a fair sprinkling of the omnipresent 
curiosity seexers. The mourners and the work- 
men from the foundry occupied the parlors of 
the house. The dead man reposed in an ele- 
gant rosewood and silver coffin, upon which was 
a plain silver plate bearing the simple inscrip- 
tion, Solomon Senn, died Aug. 5, aged 48 
years.“ At the bead of the coffin stood a small 
stand, upon which were two wax candies, a 
brass crucifix; a vase of flowers, and a 
Class of water, in which was immersed 
a small twig. When the mourners 
advanced to take a last look at the face of the 
dead, each one in turn took the twig from the 
Class and sprinkled water upon the coffin. No 
clergyman was in attendance at the bouse. The 
pali-bearers were Peter Simon, Conrad Weisler 
Jonn Lutger, Simon Simon, John Howe, and 
Frank Straub. The remains were couveved to 
Graceland for interment. The deceased leaves 
a widow and five children. As the coffin was 
being taken from the house the grief of the be- 
reaved family was heartrending, and brought 
many a tear to the eyes of the bystanders.

The ether decline in provisions was ap- 
parentiy due to the atxiety of lard holders to 
sell. The belief that the big longs bave been 
unloading freely induced minor ones to let go, 
and the result is a yery heavy feeling, which 
affects pork and meatsiin sympathy, though the 
latter are relatively firm. One party offered 
yesterday to sell 5,000 tes at $5.30 for Septem- 
ber. Reported firmness in bogs seems to have 
little to do with the fegling, except, perhaps, to 
make holders of lard think it a good time to 
sell before hogs should come forward more 
freely. There is reason to think that a good 
deal of the lard has been plated,“ and that 
some of the recent longs have changed over to 
tne short. side, in the hope of recovering their 
losses in that way. The prospects for a big aut- 


‘turn of stuff the coming winter are said to be 


very good, the hogs being numerous. 

The recent decline in lard bas been severe. It 
i believed that the market is now about 1i¢c 
per ib below the average price at which the 
combination took hold, involving a loss of some 
$250,000 on the quantity held by them. Capita! 
does not always win in the struggle with 
labor(ing bears). 

The wheat market of yesterday may be char- 
acterized ag a stabborn one, giving way but 
slowly under the influence fine weather here, 
with quietnessin Europe. Private cables, how- 
ever, noted a steady feeling, buyers not being 
affected by the turm in the weather on the other 
side of the Atlantic. There was some reference 
made bere yesterday to the decreased receipts 
of wheat, and some parties thought it propable 
that they will not again be large without a reac- 
tion in prices, There was a good export demand 
for corn, which was fayored by the easier feeling 
in lake fretchts. 

The receipts of wheat at the leading ports on 
our seaboard aggregate about 4,000,000 ou for 
the four davs of the week thus far, which is at 
about the same rate of supply as the previous 
week. There are, however, indications that the 
movement will not be so large in the near 
future. 

Some parties who have been looking over the 
situation claim that the spring wheat crop of 
this country will not average more then eleven 
bushels to the acre, and that a reaction must 
set in when this is known. But there is an im- 
mense crop of winter wheat which it will take 
a long time to exhaust. 

A prominent exporting firm in New York 
writes to a friend in this city: “ We think that 
whatever grain England wants to meet her de- 
ficiency should be given her in one week.“ 
That is certainly what is the matter. Our 
grain is being rushed over the Atlantic as if 
the senders were afraid the demand will not 
continue another month at the farthest, and 
thé consequence is that buyers on the other 
side stand aghast at the prospect. It would be 
a wonder if they did not fight prices down. The 
wonder is reaily that their markets stand up 80 
well under the vast movement. If the United 
States were covered with wheat to the depth of 
twen ty feet it could scarcely be exported more 
freely than now. 

The Board of Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioners wiil meet this afternoon at 8 o'clock 
in the Directors’ room of the Board of Trade to 
hear what may be said, pro and con, in regard 
to the proposed change in the rules for grading 
winter wheat in this city. 

English advices are to the effect that the Ar- 
gentine Republic is soon to be a formidable 
competitor of ours in the supply of wheat to 
Western Europe. Italiane are being carried 
thither by the ship-load, and taken direct to the 
wheat lands, the area of which is being rapidly 
extended by their labors. We know that there

expect so large a supply as they had to deal 
with last year. The bay, wool, and bide mar- 
kets were quiet and steady. Seeds were weak- 
er, timothy falling rapidly under increased of- 
ferings and indications of free receipts this 
month.

DEMIDOFF’S VILLA. 


A Lady Describes the Treasures Which She 
Saw in His Florentine Palace. 
Correspondence Pittsburg Chronicle. 

Prince Demidoff owns the malachite mines 
of Russia, and it is said does not know what 


his income is. We entered a lodge 
where the custodians were handsomely 
uniformed. The grounds are really poth- 


ing astonishing. There are pretty bridges 
and pavilions, rustic work and bronze animals, 
and a mest unique stucco or rocky entrance to 
a swimming-bath of large dimensions. The ar- 
rangement of statuary, of figures fishing or 
crouching in nicbes and unexpected places has 
a very pleasing effect. There are forty-five serv 
ants employed in the palace, not including sec- 
retaries, clerks, and stewards, and they include 
German, French, Russians, and Italiana, except 
in the grooming department; there only Euglish 
need appiy. ü 

The palace seems to be built on three sides of 
a square, and has 120 apartments, over thirty of 
which we visited. In the piazza the seats louked 
like cushions that migut be shaken up orthrown 
about at will, but they were of majolica in imi- 
tation of gayly dgured cretonne or glazed cam- 
bric. We turned to our right into the chapel. 
The doors, in beautifully carved woods, dark 
and rich, are «a reproduction of the 
famous doors of the Baptistry in Flor- 
ence which Michael Angelo said were 
“fit to be the Gate of Paradise.” ‘The ceiling 
is also of carved wood, exquisite in design. 
The chapel is in the style of the Greek Charch, 
although some say Prince Demidoff is a Catho- 
lic. Life-size saints are 1 tres - 
coed on the walls. A figure Of the 
Madonna had the crown and dress or- 
namented with gold and precious stones, 
and the books of service, in glass cases, 
are decorated in the same way. The 
magnificent stairway has been remodeled 
within the past four years and is in Oriental 
style. The carpet isa solid rich red. Gobelin 
and other tapestries’ adorn the walls, and the 
ceiling is a pointed arch, with the rafters gilded 
and worked up io true Oriental style. Mirrors 
are arranged at the top of the stairvase, where 
are vases and tall, heavy columus of a most un- 
common and peculiar marble. There are, I 
think, sixteen or more of these columns in 
different places, each surmounted with a gilded 
ehapiter and an immense vase of Sevres, Jap- 
anese, or other rare china. Innumerable lamps, 
with exquisite pink globes, are closely arran¢zed 
arouad, and all this combined with the width 
and gradual! ascent of the staircase must make 
the effect at a ball very imposing. The mar- 
ble 1s black with what seems to bea quartz 
all through it, which in the licht has a beautiful 
effect. At the second landing is a reception- 
room, and a balcony is so arranged that a band 
in playing is in view of the room and stairway. 
This balcony is a gallery of the fifteenth cen- 
tury, exquisitely carved iu bold relief, and now 
gilded with fine effect. The ceiling of this room 
is beautifally frescoed: 

Some rooms have tapestries of great worth 
on the walls, and some have tapestry of differ- 
ent colors. One is hung with embosséd leather, 
and is lovely in effect. The ceilings are of in- 
finite variety. The mantelpiece in each room is 
different, and some are old hundsome ones with 
beautiful bas-retiefs, some of inlaid woods, 
and in one room it is of modern and an- 
cient~Florentine mosaics. In that room 
the furniture is chiefly mosaic. Everything 
seemed to be used. Photographs in al! varieties 
of lovely frames were around the rooms of the 
Prince and his wife. In his reception- room the 
pillows and cushions were covered with India 
shawls. Some of the furniture is upholstered 
with the most delicate brocade of damask, and 
the embroidered flowers on them look so per- 
fect that one feels like plucking them. 

The gem of all the apartments is a long, nar- 
row gallery containing original pictures, They 
are mostly of the Flemish school, and there is 
a fine collection of Ruysdaels. One of the 
choiocest—a Rembrandt—cost the modest sum 
of $10,000 and another $8,000. The walls of 
this room were covered with a licht olive- 
green velvet tapestry, as was the furni- 
ture. The picture-frames were of ebony 
finely carved and gilt. Beside each picture 
was a candelabra of silver, bronze, or brass, 
60 arranged as to hide and reflect the light. 

in the Prince’s private library was an im- 
mense round table covered with papers yet un- 
opened, and in every language. In one large 
room are cases of rarest china. i counted fifty- 
three piecesin one, and think they average about 
forty. One plate, Viennese china, cost £720. in 
the same room is a long case of rare fans. In 
another room is a coliection of watches, 
interesting and rare. One belouged to Na- 
poleon. Another room is draped with the rarest 
old embroidery and needlework. ‘The collection 
of oid vestments of priests, Bishops, Cardinals, 
etc., is immense and choice. in one room a 
grand fire-screen of ebony frame is filied with 
an old robe of Louis XIV., most exquisite- 


U embroiderea in flowers and gilt. 
Of one room door and furniture 
were all of malachite, In many rooms 


were splendid cabinets of rare workmanship. 
A servant entered and told us that the Princess 
aad sent permission for us to go as far as her 
boudoir, which she would vacate a little while 
for our benefit. It was the perfection of a rest- 
ful place, and the odor of fresh flow- 
ers in vases around the room made it 
like fairy-land.

THE SLAVONIC ELEMENT. 


The Turk robs him only of his comfort in the 
present, but the Slay threatens to rob him of 
that which makes the present tolerable,—bis 
hope of the future. Time was when Siav and 
Greek united and made common war against the 
Turk. Now that the power of the Turk has de- 
clined, and that the power of the Slav and the 
Greek has sensibly increased, the Slav and the 
Greek have turned their arms against each 
other. They are no longer allies, but jealous 
rivals and antagonists, and the rival aims of 
these two races will constitute prominent feat- 
ures of the Eastern question of the future. It 
is the superior attention which has been shown, 
the superior consideration which has been given 
to the Slay which forms the special aggravation 
in the treatment of the Greeks. All around 
him he sees the Slavic power developing and 
expanding, while he himself is shut up within 
the narrow limits of the Kingdom or lost amid 
the Slavic crowd by which he is surrounded.
